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DOCT ORS’ TRUST’ AGAIN UNDER HOT 
FIRE OF SENATE COMMITTEE PROBERS 


A. M. A. Accused by Henry J. Kaiser of Punishing 
Physicians Who Treat Members of Employes’ Families 


The American medical associa- 
tion, sometimes referred to as the 
“doctors’ union” or the “doctors’ 
trust,” was forced to do a lot of 
explaining before a sub-committee 
of the senate education and labor 
committee this week. 

‘Critics of the association 
charged: 

1—The A. M. A. has suc- 
ceeded in getting control of the 
national board of procurement 
and assignment, a division of 
the war manpower commission, 
which selects and commissions 
doctors for the armed services. 

2—This power is used to pun- 
ish physicians who engage in 
cooperative health movements 
or other activities which doc- 

tors in control of the A. M. A. 

do not approve. 

3—The board of procure- 
ment and assignment has ig- 
nored the. presidential order, 
under which it was created, by 
failing to consider the civilian 
needs for medical service. 

4—Critical shortages of phy- 
sicians have developed in vari- 

ous parts of the country as a 

result of this and other A. M. A. 

policies, with consequent 

danger of epidemics and illness 
in war industry areas. 
Kaiser Impressive Witness 

One of the most impressive wit- 
nesses at the hearing was Henry J. 


Kaiser, famous west coast ship- 
builder, who told how he had been 
blocked in his efforts to provide 
adequate medical service for his 
250,000 employes and, eventually, 
their families in communities 


where regular doctors and hospital 
facilities are already overburdened. 

Under his voluntary plan, oper- 
ated on a non-profit basis, employes 
receive the services of a physician 


and hospital care for 50 cents a 
week. 
Experience during construction 


of the huge Grand Coulee dam 
showed him, he said, that health, 
not only of employes, but of their 
families, is important to the job 

Kaiser pointed out that illness 
is responsible for 90 per cent of em- 
ploye absenteeism, a vital factor in 
maintaining maximum production, 
and*that, therefore, good health is 
as essential to the army of supply 
as it is to the army at the front. 

He contended that his plan and 
similar setups would help doctors 
as a whole by making people health 
conscious, as demonstrated at the 
Grand Coulee project. He said, 
however, that such non-profit sys- 
tems should be established by in- 
dustries rather than the govern- 
ment and that participation should 
be on a voluntary basis. 

People Stopped Dying 

Dr. Sidney Garfield, medical di- 
rector of Kaiser industries, took up 
the testimony at that point, declar- 
ing there was no opposition from 
the A. M. A. in that isolated sec- 
tion of the country where the plan 
was first tried. 

“People stopped dying when 
it was put into effect,” he said. 
“The reason was that they came 
to us with their early symp- 
toms. There wasn’t the factor 
of cost to keep them away. It 
was amazing and we were sold 
on the idea. Although we lost 
money up there, the improve- 
ment in health of the workers 
more than offset that.” 

But when they tried the scheme 
in the Kaiser war plants, they ran 
into the “doctors’ union.”

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SOCIAL SECURITY 
WAGE REPORTS 
NOW READY 


Wage earners whose jobs are 
covered by the social security act 
were reminded today that a state- 
ment of wages credited to their ac- 
counts may be obtained from the 
social security board and that any 
errors in the account for employ- 
ment in 1938 must be corrected be- 
fore the end of this year. 

Victor C. Broome, manager of 
the board’s Oakland office, ex- 
plained that the new law limits the 
time within which errors or omis- 
sions in a worker’s account can be 
corrected to four years after the 


year in which the wages were re- 
ceived. 

This means, Mr. Broome said, 
that if an employe finds the 


amount credited to his social se- 
curity account for 1938 is incorrect 
or incomplete, the worker has until 
the end of this year to get an 
adjustment made by filing proof of 
the correct amount with the social 
security board. 

The Oakland office of the social 
security board, located at 201 Post 
Office building, will furnish on re- 
quest a postcard form on which the 
worker may apply for a statement 
of his account.

Farm Pay in Record Rise 


Farm wage rates on October 1 
were the second highest on record. 
The index, at 220 per cent of the 


1910-14 period was the highest 
since 1920. The October 1 figure 
represents an 18-point rise since 
the last quarterly report July 1.

Street Car Union Wins 
War Labor Board Ruling 


Another victory for the amalga- 
mated association of street, electric 
railway and motor coach employes 
(AFL) was scored in a decision by 
the war labor board against the 
Virginia Electric & Power Co. 

The board ordered the company 
to recognize the amalgamated as 
representative of its members in 
adjusting grievances until the na- 
tional labor relations board certi- 
fies a representative. 

Originally filed in 1938, the case 
was taken to the supreme court 
and remanded to the NLRB, which 
September 24th ordered the com- 
pany to disestablish its company 
union, and pay back dues collected 
in a check-off since June, 1935.

A dramatic example of how union 
workers are smashing records on 
war production was brought to light 
in a letter of praise received by 
Local No. 558 of the electrical 
workers at Sheffield, Ala., from the 
Reynolds Metal company. 


Members of the local were as- 
signed the job of installing huge 
transformers, rectifiers and other 
equipment, as well as 2,500,000 
pounds of cable, in new plants to 
meet the company’s big program of 
aluminum production. 

The management estimated the 
installations would take seven and 
one-half months, but the unionists 
did the job in five and one-half.

Donnelley's Sowed the Wind 
And Is Reaping the Whirlwind 


Printing Concern That Used to Bar “the 
Man Past 40” Can’t Hire Help 


At Any Age Now 


The Chicago Lakeside press plant 
of R. R. Donnelley & Sons com- 
pany, largest nonunion printing 
concern remaining in the United 
States, is now confronted with 
more “labor difficulty” than it has 
had in the 37 years since it locked 
out its union help to defeat the & 
hour day and establish the so-called 
“open shop,” 

Interesting sidelights in Donnel- 
ley labor policy are given by the 
Chicago printing trades unions, the 
organization which is coordinating 
the nationwide drive of the interna- 


tional printing trades unions 

against the anti-union printing con- 
| cern. 

The Donnelley employment de- 


) 


partment has, ever since 1905, put 
an “accent on youth,” with the re- 
sult that the average age of the 
5,000-odd employes was held down 
to 31 years. Having sown the wind, 
the company is now reaping the 
whirlwind Hundreds upon hun- 
dreds, of the skilled workers have 
been inducted into the armed forces 
through selective service. Other 
hundreds upon hundreds, dissatis- 
fied with low wages and slavish 
working conditions, have checked 
out of the plant and obtained jobs 
in unionized defense plants at bet- 
ter wages and with better working 
conditions, 

The problem of replacing these 
departing workers is the cause of 
Donnelley's worst headache so far. 
The firm has been advertising 
heavily in the daily papers of Chi- 
cago and other cities and has not 
even overlooked the foreign-lan- 
guage press. "Most any kind of 
help is welcome at Donnelley’s 
right now, except union help. The 
company’s want ads have asked 
especially for men past 45. (Previ- 
ously they had no interest in “the 
man past 40.") Unable to get suffi- 
cient numbers of older men, the 
employment department asked for 
women and also for draft-age men 
“who can work at least one month.” 
But Donnelley’s reputation with the 


, Chicago public is so unsavory that 


local people gave the plant a wid« 
berth. 

Ads then appeared calling fo 
“farm workers,” but this has been 
soft-pedaled since the printin:s 
trades unions added it as a new 
count in their indictment of Don 
nelley's patriotism. 


The company’s labor problem is 
aggravated by its old-established 
practice of discriminating against 
racial and religious groups. This 
discrimination was the subject of a 
recent investigation by the na 
tional religious and labor founda- |! 
tion, which resulted in an _ ex- 
haustive report summed up under | 
the headings: “Discrimination 
Against Negroes,” “Anti-Semitism,” 
and “Few Roman Catholic Exec- 
utives.”

Employes have establishd@i that | 
Donnelley employs no negroes and | 
few jews, and that catholics are 
for the most part, restricted to the | 
lowest-paid jobs.

another print shop.) 


Discontent is rampant among 
Donnelley employes, and concerted | 
action, for improved wages and} 
conditions, is becoming more and! 
more common. Despite the com- 
pany's lavish expenditures and un 
ceasing activity to thwart unioniza- | 
tion, the workers are signing with 
the unions in steadily mounting 
numbers, and even some of the 
higher executives have become} 
reconciled to the unionization of |

The chief executive empha- 
sized that the actual working week 
in this country in the production of 
most important war goods is 48 
hours — overtime being paid for 
work beyond 40 hours. The average 
working week in all war industries, 
the president said, is between 46 
and 47 hours. 

Thus the campaign for a “longer 
work week” was exposed as merely 
in attempt to cut the pay of Amer- 
ican workers by removing the pres- 
legal compulsion to pay over- 
time for hours in excess of 40 a 
week 

On the general subject of a 
longer work week, the president 
made it clear that production is not 
increased when hours of work are 
lengthened much beyond 48 a week. 

He reported that Germany last 
spring increased the work week to 
seventy and eighty hours, with the 
result that production spurted for 
two months and then declined until 
it was not as great as under a 
forty-eight-hour week. These re- 
ports, he said, came from intelli- 
gence services. 

On his inspection tour of the 
country’s war plants in September, 
Mr. Roosevelt said, quite a number 
of people told him that a problem 
arose because a certain percentage 
of workers would not turn up in 
the morning. When they did get 


|} back on the job, some were asked 


to fill out ecards voluntarily giving 
1 reason for their absences, and he 
said it was interesting to note that 
where they had been toiling over- 


time, some up to fifty-four or fifty- | 


six hours a week, that the excuse 


| was that they were too tired. 


Careful studies of production 
shown, he sdid, that after a 
person works longer than a certain 
definite period, you do not get any 
more production from a_ longer 
work week after the first few 
weeks or months. People won't 
recognize this, he observed, but he 
called it a fact that has been proved 
here, in England, and Germany.

Little Steel 
Formula Used 
By NWLB To 
Set Wages 


The war labor board decided 
unanimously that its wage control 


yardstick would be based on its 
“Little Steel” principle, whereby 
wage-earners are entitled to in 


creases up to 15 per cent to cover 
the rise in living costs between 
January 1, 1941, and May 1, 1942 

The policy directive agreed upon 
by the labor, management and 
public members states that wages 
as of September 15 are equitable 
and that increases above that 
amount will be made only in ac- 
cordance with the president's exec- 
utive order of October 3. 

Under this procedure any in- 
crease in the cost of living between 
May 1 and September 15 would be
